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1. A method for registering an identifier comprisinoahe steps of: 

selecting a first naming system from on^f a plurality of registerable 
naming systems; 

selecting at least one first identifiep^from said first naming system; 

determining whether said first identifier is available for registration; 

selecting a second naming svetem from one of a plurality of registerable 
naming systems wherein said seccmd naming system is a different naming 
system from said first naming svstem; 

selecting at least one second identifier from said second naming system; 

determining whether/aid second identifier is available for registration; 

and, 

registering at leas/t one identifier in response to determining that one of a 
said first identifier andysaid second identifier is available for registration. 
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2. A method, as set forth in claim 1 , wherein said first identifier and said 
second identifier are the same identifier or similar identifiers. 

3. A method, as set forth in claim 1 , wherein said first identifier includes a 
portion of said second identifier. 
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4. A nmfethod, as set forth in claim 1 , wherein said second identifier includes a 
portion of^said first identifier. 

5. A method, as set forth in claim 1 , wherein said step of selecting said first 
identifier further includes the step of generating said first identifier and said step 
of sheeting said second identifier further includes the step of generafing said 
second identifier from the first identifier.

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6. A method, as set forth in claim 5, wherein said step of genej:ar(^^aid first 
identifier and said second identifier further includes the step ot^^efierating the 
identifier by consulting from one of a word generation methiera, dictionary, 
thesaurus, prefix, suffix, word root, word stem, set of hei^ristic naming rules, 
namespace syntax, identifier equivalent, language translation, phonetic spelling, 
phonemes, identifier watch list, list of desirable descriptors, personal identifier 
portfolio, competitor identifier portfolio, mnemomc method, abbreviation, 
namespace mapping, identifier mapping, delk^niter mapping, rhyming method, 
name-to-number conversion, number-to-name conversion, and identifier history. 

7. A method, as set forth in claim / wherein said step of selecting said 
second identifier further includes thorstep of automatically selecting said second 
identifier in response to selecting /aid first identifier. 

8. A method, as set forthyln claim 1 , wherein said step of selecting said 
second identifier further includes the step of automatically selecting said second 
identifier in response to dmermining whether said first identifier is available for 
registration. / 

9. A method, asyset forth in claim 1, wherein said step of registering the 
identifier further includes the step of registering the identifier from a unified 
registration form interface. 

10. A method, as set forth in claim 1, further including the step of concurrently 
selecting from said first naming system and said second naming system. 

11. A method, as set forth in claim 1 , further including the step of concurrently 
selecting from said first identifier and said second identifier. 
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12. A method, as set forth in claim 1 , further including the step of concurc^ly 
determining whether said first identifier and said second identifier is ayp^e for 
registration. 

5 13. A method, as set forth in claim 1 , further including the s^p of concurrently 
registering said first identifier and said second identifier. 

14. A method, as set forth in claim 13, further incluiefing the steps of allocating 
said first identifier when it is determined that said firet identifier is available for 

10 registration, and releasing said first identifier from allocation when it is 
determined that said first identifier will not b^registered.
